The former prisoner, trying 
to regain a place in society, 
has his past against him. 


Can such problems 
be solved? 


Many of them can. | 
The people who can help 
are the counsellors in the 
Canada Manpower 
Centres. 

e They know a lot about 
employment problems. 

e They are in contact with 
employers who recognize 
the usefulness of handi- 
capped workers and will 
take trouble to fit the job 
and the man. 

e They can call on training 
or rehabilitation programs, 
where necessary, to im- 
prove the worker’s chances 
of a job.
